THE  WASHINGTON  CONTINENTAL  GUARD  MEDAL 
This  medal  is  completely  "unpublished,  and  1 efforts  to 
learn  of  its  exact  history  have  been  unsuccessful.  The  medal 
is  struck  in  silver,  and  the  copy  shovm  herewith  has  a silver  service  bar 

attached.  The  medal  has  on  the  obverse,  under  the  truncation  of  the  bust, 
TIFFANY.  This  would  apparently  mean  that  the  medal  was  struck  by  Tiffany  on 
order  of  the  issuers.  Tiffany's  of  New  York  was  foxmded  in  the  middle  of  the 
last  century,  and  frcm  the  die  work  and  fabric  of  the  medal,  it  is  a logical 
ass"umption  that  the  medal  was  issued  about  this  time.  It  is  the  writer’s 
opinion  that  the  medal  was  issued  to  survivors  of  the  Revolution  and  early  wars, 
who  were  still  living  about  l840  (of  course  these  men  would  a.i  1 have  been  in 
their  nineties  undoubtedly,  and  this  would  acco"unt  for  the  great  scarcity  of 
the  medal . )

The  literature  on  the  early  medals  of  George  Washington  (pieces  struck 
before  I850)  is  very  sparse,  and  out  of  date.  The  major  work  on  the  subject  is 
W.  S.  Baker's  "Metallic  Portraits  of  Washington"  published  in  1885.  Unfort"unate 
as  it  might  seem,  this  excellent  work  is  now  rare,  has  no  illtistrations  and  is 
out  of  date  in  many  respects  due  to  discoveries  made  in  the  last  75  years . 

The  author  "will  attempt  to  discuss  in  a continuing  series  of  short  articles 

seme  of  the  unusual  aspects  of  Washington  medals, 
illustrating  the  important  ne^v"  types,  or  those  of 
extreme  rarity.  These  articles  will  not  cover  the 
subject  in  chronological  order,  but  pieces  will  be 
picked  for  each  issue’s  section  that  are  of  "varied 
nature.  A book  is  now  in  preparation  to  cover  the 
subject  in  detail,  with  a chronological  listing.

The  only  other  specimen  known  to  the  author  is  also  in  his  collection,  and 
it  does  not  have  a service  har,  hut  a red  and  hlue  ribhon  attached  in  its 
place.  Naturally,  we  would  welcome  any  information  from  our  readers  on  this 
piece.  There  is  very  little  information  available  on  the  early  history  of  the 
Washington  Continental  Guard,  although  a thorough  literature  search  has  not 
been  completed.  However,  members  of  the  Guard  did  march  in  the  Centennial 
Celebration  of  1889. 


AN  UNUSUAL  WASHINGTON  INAUGURAL  BUTTON 


When  Washington  was  inaugurated  in  1789^  110  inaugural  commemmorative  medals 
were  issued  — however  a number  of  uniform  buttons  ccmmemmorating  the  occasion 
were  issued.  These  were  worn  on  the  uniforms  of  officers  in  attendance  at  the 
celebration,  and  undoubtedly  were  sold  to  the  public  at  large.  Today,  the  50  or 
so  known  varieties  of  Washington  Inaugural  Buttons  are  in  great  demand  by  col- 
lectors of  political  medals,  Washington  medals,  and  button  collectors  alike. 
They  have  been  written  up  in  detail  in  a book  published  by  Adelphus  (Dewey) 
Albert  of  Hightstown,  N.  J.  in  19^8,  and  were  also  covered  in  less  detail  by 
J.  Doyle  DeWitt  in  his  fine  book  "A  Century  of  Campaign  Buttons",  published  in 

1958. 

Only  four  or  five  of  the  buttons  are  commonly  met  with  by  collectors,  and 
they  retail  at  from  $75  "to  $150  apiece  today.  The  'biutton"  shown  above  is  one 
of  the  rarer  types,  counterstamped  on  a 179^  8 Reales  piece  of  the  Mexico  City 
Mint.  Although  the  buttons  may  have  been  issued  for  the  inauguration  of  1793; 
it  seems  likely  that  this  unique  counterstamp  was  probably  struck  several  years 
after  the  official  buttons  were  made.  (The  original  button  should  be  in  thin 
copper  or  brass  in  fabric  and  have  a shank,  or  hook,  attached  to  the  back  such 
as  still  used  on  military  uniform  buttons  today) . 

The  counterstamped  8 Reales  piece  shown  here  is  from  the  famous  James 
Brock  collection,  previously  the  property  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  acquired  about  ten  years  ago  when  that  collection  was  sold.

Chapter  V - BlITATIOR  URITED  STATES  GOLD  COIRS 

In  this  chapter  we  shall  deal  with  those  imitations  of  United  States  gold 
coins  which  found  the  widest  circulation  of  all  game  coimters  in  this  countiy  - 
those  which  show  as  a general  type  the  Liherty  Head  obverse  and  spread  eagle 
reverse  of  the  mid- 19th  Century  gold  coins.  Included  also  are  the  direct  imi- 
tations of  the  later  types  of  U.S.  gold  coinage. 

Many  of  these  are  inscribed  "Spiel  Marke"  (Play  Money),  "Spiel  Munze"  (Play 
Coin)  or  "Jeton"  (Counter)  and  are  undoubtedly  products  of  the  Lauer  Mint  in 
Ruremberg,  Germany,  although  most  are  unsigned. 

We  are  indebted  in  this  chapter  to  Clyde  Brewing  for  his  reporting  of  a 
number  of  previously- unlmown  varieties. 

Subsections  in  this  chapter  are  broken  down  into  denominational  differences, 
based  partly  upon  the  type  and  inscription,  but  also  partly  on  size  according 
to  the  following  formula:

"RAl^IBLER  — THE  BICYCLE  THAT  BECAJffi  A CAR" 


In  1879  English-born  Thomas  B.  Jeffery  began  selHing  a bicycle  in  the 
United  States  which  was  assembled  fran  parts  made  in  England.  It  was  called  the 
Rambler  and  was  such  a success  that  in  I88I  a partnership  was  formed  between 
Jeffery  and  Philip  Gormully.  This  was  the  Gormtilly  and  Jeffery  Manufactioring 
Company  whose  name  will  be  observed  on  the  medal  illustrated  above  along  with  a 
view  of  the  Rambler  Bicycle.  This  large  sized  medal  was  Issued  for  the  World’s 
Columbian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago  in  1893  and  depicts  on  the  other  side  one 
of  the  better  known  attractions  of  the  Fair,  the  Ferris  Wheel.  Made  of  gun  metal, 
this  is  a rather  scarce  medal. 

There  are  several  types  of  these  large  size  Columbian  Exposition  raedads  but 
this  one  has  particular  interest  because  it  illustrates  a bit  of  history  behind 
what  is  now  the  American  Motor  Company.  It  will  be  noted  on  the  medal  that 
Gormully  and  Jeffery  had  branches  in  Chicago,  Boston,  Washington,  New  York  and 
Coventry,  England.  The  latter,  of  course,  was  the  so\rrce  for  the  English  parts. 

In  1895  Thomas  Jeffery  and  his  son,  Charles,  saw  the  first  automobile  race 
held  in  America,  sponsored  by  the  Times-Herald  nevrspaper  of  Chicago,  and  won  by 
the  Duryea.  The  possibilities  of  motor  versus  pedal  power  for  transportation  was 
not  lost  upon  the  Jefferys.  They  sold  their  bicycle  interests  to  the  American 
Bicycle  Company  in  1899  anti  reorganized  as  Thomas  B.  Jeffery  and  Company,  of 
which  Thomas  B.,  Charles  T.  and  Harold  W.  Jeffery  were  the  officers. 

The  Sterling  Bicycle  Plant  in  Kenosha,  Wisconsin  was  purchased  and  re-

modeled  as  a factorj'-  to  build  the  car.  TVo  test  cars^  Models  A and  B,  vere 
built  in  1901  by  the  Jeffery s but  vith  their  steering  vheel,  front  engine  and 
radiator  they  were  considered  too  radical  to  place  on  the  market.'  In  I9O2  a 
more  conventional  tiller-driven  version  vas  exhibited  at  the  Chicago  Coliseum 
Automobile  Exposition  (one  of  the  first  automobile  shows  in  the  country  eind 
where  Chicago  auto  shoi-rs  continued  to  be  held  until  the  McCormick  Place  Con= 
\'ention  Hall  was  recently  completed;  the  Coliseum  is  built  of  stones  from  the 
notorious  Libby  Prison  of  Civil  War  fame  that  were  transported  here  to  exhibit 
at  the  Chicago  World's  Fair).  The  car  was  an  Immediate  success  and  I5OO 
Ramblers  were  sold  of  their  first  production  model  in  I902  to  make  the  Rambler 
the  world's  second  mass-produced  car,  a year  after  Olds  but  a year  ahead  of  Ford. 

The  first  cars  were  priced  at  $750  and  $825  but  by  I9IO,  the  year  of  Thomas 
B.  JefferjWs  death,  the  car  had  moved  to  a higher  price  bracket,  at  over  $3000. 
The  Rambler  had  an  excellent  reputation  among  early  cars,  and  when  in  19l4  the 
Jeffery  heirs  decided  to  drop  the  Rambler  name  aud  bring  out  a new  model  under 
the  Jefferj.’'  nane.,  it  continued  to  sell  as  well  as  the  Rambler.  Trucks  were  also 
produced,  many  of  which  were  used  in  World  War  I.  The  Jeffery  name  did  not  con- 
tinue for  long,  hovrever,  as  in  I916  Charles  W.  Nash,  left  as  head  of  the  Buick 
Division  of  General  Motors  to  buy  out  Jeffery.  The  Jeffery  continued  until  the 
fall  of  1917  when  the  name  tras  changed  to  Nash. 

The  Rambler  name  vras  resurrected  in  1950  for  a small  econany  car.  VJhen 
Nash  merged  with  Hudson  in  195^ ^ to  drop  in  sales  and  financial  troubles  of 

both  firms  (Charles  Nash,  one  of  the  geniuses  of  the  American  automobile,  who 
had  kept  his  firm  more  solvent  than  General  Motors  during  the  Great  Depression 
of  the  1930's,  was  no  more),  the  name  of  the  firm  was  changed  to  American  Motors 
•^d-th  George  Romney  as  president  (now  Governor- Elect  of  Michigan).  Both  the 
Hudson  and  Nash  names  were  dropped  and  the  bicycle  that  became  a car  has  its 
name  ret-urned  to  designate  another  car  of  the  firm.  The  Rambler  is  today  a 
flourishing  business  in  Kenosha,  Wisconsin,  and  is  the  state's  largest  employer. 

Among  interesting  oddments  of  the  Rambler,  it  may  be  noted  that  in  I908  the 
company  installed  more  than  5OOO  road  signs  at  a time  when  road  markers  were 
■unknwm.  One  of  its  cars  became  knovm  as  the  Jeffeiy- Chesterfield  because  in 
1915  there  appeared  in  Saturday  Evening  Post  a combined  Jeffery  car  and  Chester- 
field cigarette  ad  which  was  the  first  magazine  advertisement  that  openly  sho^red 
a woman  smoking  a cigarette.  General  Motors  cars  have  "bodies  by  Fisher". 

Rambler,  Jeffery  and  Nash  car  bodies  were  made  by  the  W.  S.  Seaman  Company  of 
Milwaukee .

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BRITISH  TRANSPORTATION  TOKENS  (Contd  fr  pg  8j)

Soon  after  the  railway  was  opened  to  traffic,  a locomotive,  while  crossing 
a level  road  near  Thornton,  ran  against  a horse  and  cart.  At  that  time,  the 
drivers  and  guards  of  the  trains  were  only  able  to  give  a signal  by  means  of  a 
horn;  and  when  Mr-  Bagster,  the  then  manager,  heard  of  the  misadvent\ire,  he 
went  over  the  Walton  Grange  and  mentioned  the  circumstances  to  Mr.  George 
Stephenson.  Is  it  not  possible,  he  stiggested,  to  have  a whistle  fitted  to  the 
engine  which  the  steam  can  blo\7?  A very  thought,  replied  Stephenson,  you  go  and 
see  Mr.  So- -and- -So,  a musical  instrument  maker,  and  get  a model  made  and  we 
will  have  a steam  whistle  and  put  it  on  the  next  engine  that  comes  on  the  line. 
This  was  accordingly  done  and  all  future  engines  arrived  in  Leicestershire 
were  thus  equipped. 

Like  a number  of  other  things  which  George  Stephenson  is  supposed  to  have 
invented,  (the  miner's  safety  lamp,  for  example,  over  which  the  untutored 
genius  fovight  such  a losing  battle  with  Sir  Humphrey  Davey),  the  origin  of  the 
steam  whistle  has  been  a point  of  controversy  in  railway  history  for  some  time . 
Those  of  you  who  may  have  done  any  travelling  on  the  canals  of  this  coin: try 
t-rill  ImCT-r  that  it  is  still  the  canal  boat  navigator's  custom  to  blow  a horn  on 
approaching  a lock  in  order  that  the  lock-keeper  may  be  warned  of  the  approach 
of  his  boat.  I have  little  doubt  that  it  was  this  type  of  canal  warning  system 
which  was  used  on  the  very  early  rail-vrays.  Indeed,  such  a system  of  horn- 
blowing was  used  at  New  Street  Station  in  Birmingham  at  a period  well  within  my 
o\m  time.  The  point  as  to  who  invented  the  steam  whistle  for  the  engine  had 
never  been  satisfactorily  settled  but  the  circxmstances  that  I have  just  de- 
tailed are,  in  many  q_uarters,  accepted  as  the  authentic  story  of  the  birth  of 
the  steam  whistle  so  far  as  railways  are  concerned. 

I have  no  idea  when  the  card  or  paper  ticket  was  first  introduced  but 

metal  tickets,  such  as  have  been  discussed  here,  were  certainly  in  use  for  a 

number  of  years  after  railways  began  to  come  into  operation.  The  next  piece 
we  shall  discuss  is  a ticket  which  was  used  on  the  London  and  Greenwich  Rail- 
way. It  has  more  pretention  of  being  some  interest  than  the  flat  disk-ticket. 

It  was  designed  by  a medallic  artist  and  incorporates  the  arms  of  London  and 
Greenvrich. 

The  London  and  Greenwich  Railway  was  the  first  railway  which  ever  ran  out 

of  London.  Previous  to  its  building,  there  had  been  a small  circular  track  in 

what  was  then  Euston  Square,  on  which  a steam  locomotive  and  some  kind  of  car- 
riage had  traversed  a circular  line  rather  like  a railway  at  a fun  fair.  The 
London  and  Greenwich  Railway,  hovrever,  was  the  first  commercial  railway  opera- 
ting in  London  and  the  first  section  of  it  was  opened  on  the  l4th  December  1836. 
There  were  a number  of  interesting  novelties  about  this  particular  line.  The 
first  was  that  it  was  constructed  on  a viaduct  nearly  four  miles  long  (at  which 
the  shades  of  the  Roman  acqueduct  builders  no  doubt  marvelled)  and  the  arches 
of  the  viaduct  were  to  be  fitted  up  as  houses  and  a number  of  the  arches  were, 
in  fact,  so  completed.  But  chiefly  because  of  the  noise  of  the  trains  overhead, 
tenants  were  no  forthcoming.  A n\jmber  of  the  arches  were  used  for  storing  pur- 
poses, such  as  can  be  seen  today  in  somewhat  similar  circumstances;  for  example 
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imder  Charing  Cross  Station  in  London  there  are  all  kinds  of  wine  vaults^  a 
garage,  a theatre  and  a public  right-of-way.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  every- 
thing in  the  early  days  of  the  construction  of  railways  had  to  he  done  by  hand 
(we  had  none  of  the  modern  machinery  for  building,  bulldozing  and  so  forth), 
the  construction  of  the  London  and  Greenwich  Railway  went  ahead  at  quite  a 
speed.  The  first  brick  \ms  laid  on  the  kth  April  lQ3h;  a year  later  422  arches 
of  the  viaduct  had  been  built.  There  must  have  been  a very  considerable  labour 
force  employed  upon  such  construction  work.  The  arches  themselves  were  twenty 
two  feet  high  and  had  an  eighteen  foot  span  ^rith  -vridth  over  the  parapets  of 
twenty  six  feet . The  narro^T  road  bed  of  the  railway  was  decided  upon  for  a 
purpose.  The  sides  of  the  carriages  were  only  eight  inches  from  the  wall,  so 
that  if  they  ran  off  the  line  the  wall  would  keep  the  carriages  upright.  There 
was  only  one  door  on  each  side  of  the  carriage  and  the  second-class  carriages 
were  not  divided  into  compartments,  but  had  seats  all  round  the  sides  and  the 
ends  as  well  as  dcam  the  centre  where  the  passengers  sat  back-to-back.  At  each 
end  of  the  carriage  there  was  an  outside  seat  but  naturally,  these  were  not  very 
popular.  Travellers  did  not  relish  the  idea  of  being  flattened  out  if  an 
accident  happened  and  the  carriages  were  forced  against  each  other. 

The  railway  was  operated  by  steam  engines,  the  first  which  ever  ran  in 
public  service  south  of  the  Leicester  and  >S^-rannington  Railway.  On  the  8th 
February  I836,  Londoners  had  the  first  opportunity  of  a railway  jotirney.  A 
short  section  of  the  line  was  opened  on  that  day  from  a temporary  station  at 
;3pa  road  to  the  west  end  of  the  Ravensboiirne  at  Deptford.  ITo  trains  were  run  on 
Sundays  and  the  company  took  the  advantage  of  the  public  interest  in  the  rail- 
way to  allow  people  to  ’smlk  along  the  line  upon  payment  of  a few  pence. 

The  stone  blocks  used  as  the  sleepers  provided  too  rigid  a road  bed  over 
the  rails,  which  broke  and  caused  the  derailment  of  the  train.  The  public  be- 
came nervous  and  the  passengers  became  fewer.  However,  the  construction  of  the 
railT-ray  was  pressed  on  with  vigour  and  on  the  l4th  December  1838  the  Lord  Mayor 
performed  the  opening  ceremony  at  London  Bridge  Station.  Some  23^000  passengers 
used  the  line  in  the  first  week  whilst,  at  holiday  times,  especially  when  the 
Greemrich  Fair  occurred,  as  many  as  7^,000  travelled  diirlng  the  week. 

The  railway  advertised  period  tickets,  not  transferable,  at  Lk  and 
L3  per  quarter  according  to  the  class . This  'vras  a misleading  title  as  the 
tickets  were  evidently  seasonal  and  probably  the  first  season  tickets  ever  to 
be  recorded. 

Hovrever,  the  railway  had  not  reached  Greenwich  as  yet,  but  a temporarj^ 
terminus  \ms  opened  there  on  Christmas  Eve  in  I838.  During  the  interval,  three 
million  passengers  had  travelled  over  the  railway.  What  hung  fire  was  the 
housing  scheme  designed  for  the  arches  on  which  the  railway  was  built.  The 
rail^ray  would  not  allow  the  tenants  of  the  houses  to  have  coal  fires  as  the 
smoke  obscured  the  outlook  of  the  drivers.  Gas  was  provided  by  the  railway  for 
warming  and  cooking  but  such  a novelty  was  not  appreciated  by  the  would-be 
tenants  of  the  housing  estate  100  years  ago,  though  the  idea  pre-dates  our 
modern  smokeless- zone  system.

Kansas  Centennial  Medal 

The  Kansas  Centennial  Commission  authorized  the  manufacture  and  distribution  of  the 
silver  and  bronze  centennial  medals  to  be  sold  throughout  the  United  States.  The  medals, 
commerTX>roting  100  years  of  Konsos  Statehood  ore  now  available.  According  to  centennial 
authorities  the  medal,  primarily  a collector's  item,  will  be  sold  on  a first  come,  first  served 
basis.  Only  400  of  the  silver  medals  will  be  circulated,  authorities  said,  olong  with  1,000 
of  the  government  bronze  variety. 

On  the  obverse  is  the  officiol  Kansas  Centennial  seol  depicting  100  years  of  progress.  The 
illustrations  on  the  medol  include  a covered  wagon  symbolizing  the  pioneer  spirit  of  100 
years  ago,  stalks  af  wheat  which  have,  thraugh  the  years,  made  Kansas  the  "breadbasket 
of  the  world",  cattle,  mills,  o buffalo,  a farm,  various  modes  of  transportation,  a meodow- 
lark,  which  is  the  state  bird,  o sunflawer,  and  the  Kansas  state  seal.  On  the  reverse  are  the 
words  "100  Years  af  Progress." 

The  medols  are  three  inches  in  diameter  and  weigh  approxinootely  eight  ounces.  They  were 
monufactured  by  the  Medal  Arts  Company  of  Rochester,  New  York  and  designed  by  the 
Art  Department  of  the  University  of  Kansas.  The  silver  medal  is  .999  pure,  and  will  be  sold 
for  $28.50  and  the  bronze  medal  is  priced  at  $4.90. 

Each  medal  is  serially  numbered  by  the  manufacturer  and  is  regarded  as  a rare  collector's 
item.
